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EXPERIENCE OF EXPORTING TO CANADIAN 


AND OTHER DOLLAR MARKETS

HE ANNOUNCEMENT of the formation of the new Dollar 

Exports Council will have been heartening news to the many 

manufacturers in this country who, whilst only too anxious to 
aid the export drive, are finding some of the obstacles very difficult. 
It is apparent that the need for a considerable increase in the value 
of our exports to the dollar areas is now such that drastic action has 
to be taken. ‘The Governmental support which the Council enjoys, 
together with the considerable wealth of knowledge and experience 
incorporated within its organization, should prove of inestimable 
value in establishing and developing markets for British products on 
the North American Continent, and do much towards destroying 
the indifferent and negative attitude so often met in discussions of 
these problems. 


High Prestige of British Goods 


Although ever present, and very real, these problems are often apt 
to assume quite distorted proportions. British goods can be and are 
sold in the United States and Canada. A lot more goods, however, 
could be sold if a more realistic and forceful approach were adopted. 

The prestige of British products was never higher in Canada than 
now, but it must be realized that this is not in itself a guarantee of

ready-made sales. All too often the attitude is taken by manu- 
facturers that a ‘‘ Made in Britain” label is all that is required to 
secure product acceptance. Goods are often despatched without 
sufficient prior attention to their condition. Careless inspection, 
poor finish and slipshod manufacture do untold harm not only to 
the manufacturer himself, but to the whole of British industry. 


Market Study is Important 


The Canadian is very conscious of the ties with the “ home 
country,” and is in consequence only too willing to purchase our 
goods, but he is still a hard-boiled business man. Sentiment, 
admirable outside the business, does not influence his purchasing a 
great deal. He is a shrewd buyer who looks for value, and only buys 
when he has found it. In the main, the majority of consumer and 
industrial products manufactured in the United States and Canada 
are of equa! quality to, if not better than, our own, and as such offer 
strong competition. Certainly, there are specific goods which are 
peculiarly British, and find a ready market, but these are the excep- 
tion rather than the rule. Consequently it is of vital importance 
that the British manufacturer should study the market first before 
embarking upon distribution on a major scale. 

There are many peculiarities in certain markets. Apart from 
different standards in sizes, widths, lengths and packing, even the 
nomenclature is different. Uses of the same product can be different. 

For instance, black insulating tape used in this country almost 
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exclusively for electrical appliances is called “ Friction tape” in 
Canada (no one understands the term “ insulating tape "") and is used 
mostly by children on hockey sticks! Insulating properties hardly 
arise during the hockey game! Such examples can be quoted from 
many fields. 

Due to the varied climate in a vast continent like Canada, obviously 
what sells well on the Western shores of British Columbia with its 
temperate climate, may not sell in the North with temperatures down 
to 40 degrees below zero in winter. 

Four principal points should be considered before embarking upon 
costly distribution :— 

The size of the market for the product under review should be 

established. 

Type of distribution most likely to guarantee success. 

What competition is doing with regard to presentation, sales 

method, price, distribution and discount policy. 

The saturation point of the product, natural growth of the market, 

fresh fields and applications. 

Presentation and industrial design loom large in the eye of the 
Canadian purchaser. Many articles, the sale of which is guaranteed 
in Europe, find no outlet because of different purchasing habits, or 
their styling. A product must not only be efficient, it must look it, 
before it gains acceptance. Furthermore, in addition to its eye-appeal, 
it must be attractively presented. Often sales are lost because a sound 
and attractive product is badly packaged, or packaged in a way that 
does not appeal to the American or Canadian taste. It is important 
at this point to remember that Canada is a bi-lingual country and 
packaging, operating instructions and similar items should be in both 
English and French where distribution is desired in the second biggest 
province—Quebec. 

My own experience, based principally on the development of the 
office supplies and adhesive tapes market in Canada over the last five 
years, has led me to the conclusion that we are quite capable of 
producing packaging and display materials in this country of the type 
which appeals to North America, providing a close study is made of 
colours, design, etc., over there. By this I do not mean a slavish 
copying of the methods and designs in use, but rather intelligent 
thought along parallel lines, a keen appreciation of the factors wherein 
the attraction lies, and judicious adaptation of these points to suit 
one’s own particular product. In these ways suitable designs are 
achieved without any loss of that individuality and product identity 
which is in itself so important. 


Price a Vital Factor 


In selling mass-produced consumer goods, price is a vital factor. 
Mass-production methods in both America and Canada are exception- 
ally highly developed, and competition is strong. A price war is 
something which no one likes to face, but it is sometimes necessary 
when attempting to break into a particular field. Price cutting is 
unfortunately not at all uncommon in the dollar markets, and as such 
has to be faced. If tackled resolutely, with a long term policy in view 
rather than immediate volume and profits as a goal, it will usually be 
found that after an initial period of perhaps drastic reductions, prices 
will tend to climb and revert to their original level. The Canadian and 
American manufacturer is as keen to make a healthy profit as any 
business man over here, and will accept, or at least tolerate, competi- 
tion by British products if it is obvious that these products are backed 
by a firm of standing with the determination to remain in the market 
whatever the struggle might be. 

It is absolutely essential when selling products in direct competition 
with those of local manufacture, that this question of long term policy 
be faced. Canada is not a market where, normally, profits can be 
made in the first few months of trading. A loss, perhaps considerable, 
may have to be accepted for some time before the market is sufficiently 
established to be called ‘‘ worth while.”” However, it is true to say 
that perseverance of this type does pay dividends in time, and that 
the spoon-fed offspring grows into a thriving, self-sufficient adult. 
This has been proved by many well-known British companies who 
have built up profitable businesses in Canada since the end of the war. 

In these initial stages of development, it may well be that a manu- 
facturer is faced with the problem of having to offer goods at equal 
price, but better value, than his competitors, or of the same value but 
at drastically reduced prices (although here the dangers of Canada’s 
Anti-Dumping Laws should be borne in mind). This problem can 
only be solved by careful research and market analysis, supported 
by close investigation of the competitive lines in the particular field. 
Canada is a wealthy country, wages are high and unemployment is 
small ; consequently, as in the United States, price quite often is not 
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of so great importance as in other markets. But the consumer buyer 
or industrial buyer is very discriminating, and before any decision is 
reached on which policy to adopt, it is as well to secure representative 
reactions from the full field of potential purchasers. 

Canada is a country of considerable area, and it is unwise and 
uneconomic to attempt to open up all potential markets at one and the 
same time, unless considerable preparatory schemes are first under- 
taken to ensure proper distribution, sales coverage and other essentials. 

It is natural that when opening up trade in Canada one starts in one 
of the two provinces—Ontario or Quebec—or both together, repre- 
senting two-thirds of the total potential purchasing power. Once the 
product is established in these two major provinces, it is good to 
commence trade in the province of Alberta, and then proceed accord- 
ing to the potential of the product in the various provinces. If one 
were concerned with equipment for forestry, for example, British 
Columbia would take preference over Saskatchewan, whereas with 
farming equipment Saskatchewan and Manitoba may come first. 

Consider the prospects of selling consumer goods in Alberta. 
The density of population in this province is relatively high, whilst the 
income per capita probably exceeds that of any other province. The 
principal reason for the latter is, of course, the recent oilfields develop- 
ment scheme, which has not 
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sense, there is an element of caution which deters the Canadian from 
placing substantial orders for goods at first sight, however tempting 
the offer, unless he is convinced that they are backed by a company 
who can give him the same co-operation that he gets from his 
established supplier. The long term connection only comes when 
this has been deserved by previous service over a period 


Selection of Personnel 


In forming a Canadian company, the question of the personnel to 
be engaged is one of major importance. In view of the fact that 
Canada comprises so many different nationalities and has a strong 
contingent of British buyers and executives, it is possible to use a sales 
force entirely recruited from the United Kingdom, partly so, or all 
Canadian. It is essential, however, that whatever their nationality, 
this sales force shoud be thoroughly Canadianized, and understand 
fully the psychology of the country and its people. The Canadian 
methods of approach and selling must be used, and any attempts to 
use a purely British technique can but fail. 


Our companies have found a mixture of British and Canadian 
salesmen to be the most satisfactory, the policy being to select 
members of the staff in Britain, 


only created additional business 
for the technical and engin- 
eering industries, but also con- 
siderably increased the size of the 
domestic and other consumer 
markets. This new-found pros- 
perity has indeed made Alberta 
not only one of the most prosper- 
ous parts of Canada, but has in 
addition ensured that goods of 
most types may be more freely 
sold than elsewhere in the coun- 
try. In fact, our own companies 
in Canada have found that sales 
are higher, per head of the popu-

put them through a comprehen- 
sive sales school covering all 
aspects of merchandising in Can- 
ada, and then send them out to 
one of our main offices where 
they can gain final experience on 
the ground. The advantages of 
this scheme are that the British 
representatives are able to incul- 
cate intotheir Canadian colleagues 
the team spirit and pride in the 
products that exist in the parent 
organization, whilst at the same 
time learning different

High Standard of Service Necessary 


A pre-requisite to selling, having decided on the area and market 
to be tackled is, I find, the establishment of one’s own organization, 
which will be capable of fulfilling all the demands of merchandising, 
marketing and servicing that may be required. The reason for the 
emphasis on this necessity of forming a Canadian company to promote 
sales is that in this way only can a British manufacturer offer the 
complete service that his customers require, and which is theirs by 
right. Both in America and in Canada a very high standard of service 
is maintained, whether between manufacturer and wholesaler, manu- 
facturer and consumer, wholesaler and retailer, retailer and consumer 
or any other combination which may apply. Quite naturally in view 
of these conditions, business houses in either country are loath to 
enter into trading relationship with an organization unless they can 
be satisfied not only with the products, but with the degree of service 
offered. They are reluctant to deal with firms whose headquarters 
are some thousands of miles away, and where the only contact with 
prevailing market conditions is via an agent who, perhaps, may be 
handling other products in addition to those of the parent organiza- 
tion. One’s own company knows intimately the trade concerned, and 
staff loyalty and pride in the product can more easily be created, with 
the consequent bringing forth of greater effort on the part of every 
employee. The product will in this way get greater backing in all 
aspects of selling, the enthusiasm generated will be felt by the pros- 
pective client, and sales in turn will benefit. 


There have been many instances where orders have been lost by 
British firms because there has been no on-the-spot organization. 
The product has been right, as has the price, but the contract has gone 
to a Canadian or American firm because they were on hand to answer 
every query and solve every difficulty. We found, for example, that, 
with some large concerns, it took years before they would place any 
bulk orders ; the importance that they placed on reliable service and 
deliveries being such that they were prepared to adopt a “‘ wait-and- 
see ’’ attitude to test us, and determine whether we were. really in 
Canada to stay.

their new territory. 

If securing the right personnel is vital, so too is the selection of the 
methods of selling to be adopted. A very satisfactory solution seems 
to be the creation of a team of highly-trained salesmen, who will 
concentrate on the major areas of development. Personal repre- 
sentation counts for a great deal in Canada, as in most other countries, 
and when this is provided by a representative who is keen on his job 
and knowledgeable about his company’s products, the results should 
be satisfactory. The mere opening of accounts is not enough, and it 
is necessary to maintain these personal contacts with these accounts. 
Nor is it enough to copy “ local merchandising,” as, to be successful 
every method of distribution should have something personal in it, 
which in turn has proven itself. Any method is successful as long 
as it fulfils market conditions, but such is the rate of change in most 
dollar markets that a successful method may have to be modified. 

The key to selling in Canada, and one which must be well-remem- 
bered, is fluidity of movement, and an appreciation of timing. A 
change of merchandising or sales policy has to be foreseen well in 
advance if competition is to be kept the servant, and not the master, 
of commerce. 

When developing territories outside the main distributing areas 
and away from the major centres of trade, it is costly to use personal 
representation in any extensive manner due to the vast distances, in 
many cases, between the distributive centre and point of sale. It is, 
therefore, advisable to employ a localized agency. This should have 
staff fully trained in the company’s selling methods and conversant 
with every aspect of their products ; these conditions being fulfilled, 
such an agency can be used profitably. 


Adequate Stocks Must Be Carried 


An aggressive selling policy should be backed by satisfactory stocks. 
In the competitive atmosphere existing in Canada, it is often a question 
of delivery date that settles an order. ‘The American and Canadian 
companies have a great advantage over their British counterparts, in 
that they have better facilities for immediate despatch of an order, 
Particularly of course when dealing with mass-produced items. The 
only way in which the British exporter can hope to compete on level 
terms, is by carrying large stocks of his product in holding depots in 
the main areas of distribution. In addition to these major storage 
centres it is advisable to set up minor local stocks. This factor is of 
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particular importance to the distributor who is selling direct to con- 
sumer as, when dealing with jobbers, one relies on them to carry such 
stock as they consider adequate. As replacement stocks from Britain 
take longer to reach their destination, local stocks carried should be 
adequate to allow for any manufacturing or shipping delays. 


One of the battles to be fought and won by the Dollar Export 
Council is, undoubtedly, the battle of apathy, Far too many manu- 
facturers in this country take the view that their products cannot be 
sold in the dollar areas, and are prepared to leave it at that. If the 
Council can inculcate a spirit of optimism, in addition to other more 
concrete merchandising suggestions, they will have performed a 
wonderful service to British industry. 


A spirit of optimism and a really aggressive sales promotion policy 
can secure orders both in the United States and Canada for a variety 
of products produced in this country that, so far, have never left these 
shores. Certainly British goods cannot be sold on the country's 
prestige alone, neither can they be sold continually at a lower price. 


Nevertheless both these factors are of considerable help, and once 
consumer acceptance has been achieved, and providing the quality and 
design of the product continues to satisfy the demands of the customer, 
there is no doubt that they will sell. ‘There is little or no discrimina- 
tion between British, Canadian, American, or for that matter Con- 
tinental, products generally, and therefore the goods must be sold 
on their merit. 


Breaking into the Market 


Five years ago, when consideration was being given to the question 
of the possibility of exporting to Canada office supplies, carbon papers, 
self-adhesive tapes, etc., a certain amount of scepticism was heard. 
The mere fact that Canada herself has a number of efficient producers 
of carbon papers and typewriter ribbons, coupled with the fact that a 
subsidiary company of the largest United States manufacturers of 
self-adhesive tapes in the world has a plant in Canada, seemed 
sufficient reason for not proceeding with the venture. 


Fortunately the challenge was taken up, and market research, 
product research, and manifold other analyses undertaken, with the 
result that a start was made in 1946. For the first year or two the 
going was heavy, competition was exceedingly severe, but product 
acceptance Was attained stage by stage. The tide gradually turned in 
favour of the British products, limited schemes of advertising and 
other sales promotion were started, and we began to see some return 
for our perseverance. ‘To-day, a reasonable percentage of the overall 
market is held by British products, a percentage which continues to 
show a healthy line of ascent on the sales graphs. In addition, the 
Canadian manufacturers have found that this competition has proved 
a stimulant in that the total consumption of our products (due to our 
pioneering work partly) is showing an increase. 


In conclusion, I would like to make a few remarks on publicity. 
Any casual visitor to the North American continent comes to the 
hasty conclusion —being misled by the lavish publicity of the national 
merchandisers—that no product can be sold unless a British exporter 
is willing and able to match the publicity of an established local firm. 
This has not been our experience. Publicity helps, but it is a waste 
of money to put publicity before distribution. A certain amount of 
promotion is helpful in the specific trade journals in support of 
distribution, but not before the product is effectively distributed can 
any publicity be of full value. By building slowly first the distribu- 
tion, and then watching the profits accrue, it is better policy to increase 
the publicity allocation when this can be made from profits rather 
than from capital

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Third Report on Monopolies and 


Restrictive Practices 


THE third Annual Report by the Board of Trade on the working 

of the Monopolies and Restrictive Practices (Inquiry and Control) 
Act, 1948, was published on Monday and is on sale at H.M. Stationery 
Office, York House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, and branches 
(price 6d., by post, 74d.). The Report covers the year 1951 
and includes a survey of the suggestions and requests made to the 
Board of Trade for the reference of subjects to the Monopolies 
Commission. 


This Report is one made annually by the Board of Trade as required 
by the Act. It should not be confused with reports made by the 
Monopolies Commission themselves. The Commission’s reports 
deal with the subjects referred to them and appear as and when 
investigations are completed, Reports have so far been made on 
the supply of dental goods (published on December 14, 1950) ; 
the supply of cast iron rainwater goods (published on April 4, 1951) ; 
and the supply of electric lamps (published on November 13, 1951). 


‘The subjects at present before the Commission for investigation are 
the supply of insulated electric wires and cables, the supply of 
match-making machinery, and the supply and export of matches 
(referred on March 1, 1949) ; the supply of insulin and the supply 
and export of various semi-manufactures of copper and copper- 
based alloys (referred on December 12, 1950) ; the printing of woven 
fabrics (referred on April 16, 1951); and the supply of various 
classes of imported hardwood and softwood timber and plywood 
(referred on October 8, 1951). 


Selling to Public Authorities in the 
United States 


Exporters to the United States of America will find a 
valuable guide to selling goods in a section of the American 
market, which has been virtually untouched by foreign 
concerns, in a book entitled ‘‘ Dollar Exports. Sales to 
Public Authorities in the United States. A survey of Pur- 
chasing Legislation and Practice in Relation to Federal, 
State and Municipal Purchasing Agencies.” 


A review of this book, which represents one of the few 
comprehensive accounts to be published of this field and the 
details of procedure in selling to United States Public 
Authorities, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on 
February 16.

Gas Industry Team to Tour U.S. 


HE Gas Council, in co-operation with the workers’ side of the 

National Joint Industrial Council for the Gas Industry, has 
arranged for a productivity team to visit the United States of America 
under the auspices of the Anglo-American Council on Productivity. 
Technical aid has been given by the Mutual Security Agency (successor 
to the Economic Co-operation Administration) which defrays the 
dollar expenses of the tour. 


The team will be fully representative of all phases of production 
and distribution of the gas industry and the members come from 
various parts of the country. 


Visits will be made to the most modern gas plants and other 
installations in different parts of the United States of America. 
Among the subjects to be studied will be the structure and organiza- 
tion of the American gas industry; distribution techniques ; 
industrial and commercial applications of gas ; the utilization of 
liquified and gaseous products ; carbonization and coke ovens ; 
tariff systems ; consumer services ; industrial relations and training 
of personnel. 


A report of the team’s findings will be published in due course by 
the Anglo-American Council on Productivity.

Provisional United Kingdom 
Trade Figures for February 


UNITED KINGDOM exports in February were provisionally 

£227-9 million. If a rough allowance is made fo. the number 
of working days in February, the rate of exports was maintained at a 
little less than in January and 5 per cent. more than the average for 
the second half of 1951. Re-exports at £16°2 million were again 
very high, 

February imports were below the average in most years, but the 
total of £297-2 million for last month is likely to reflect the increasing 
effect of the import restrictions. ‘The average of imports for January 
and February was 5 per cent. lower than for the second half of last 
year. 

The excess of imports (c.i.f.) over total exports (f.o.b.), usually 
low in February, was £35 million, compared with £65 million in 
February last year and a monthly average of £109 million in July 
to December 1951.

Flowering plants (other than plants in flower) and roots of flowering 
plants (excluding crowns and roots of lily of the valley). 


Trees and shrubs, whether with bare or balled roots, other than in flower 
and other than the following :— 

Azalea indica, broussonetia papyrifera (paper mulberry) and plants 
grafted on broussonetia papyrifera stock, cocos weddelliana, kentia 
belmoreana, kentia forsteriana, phoenix canariensis, rose trees, fruit 
trees.

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Report on the Interim Index of 
Retail Prices 


Tue Report of the Cost of Living Advisory Committee on the 
Working of the Interim Index of Retail Prices® was published 
on March 7. 


‘The Report examines the working of the present retail prices index 
and recommend certain modifications to it, on a temporary basis, 
until a new index can be instituted based on the results of the new 
Budget enquiry, plans for which are now in operation. 


The Advisory Committee find that, on the whole, the present 
index has given a reasonably accurate picture of the average move- 
ment of retail prices since it was introduced in 1947 but think that 
with the present structure of the index, it might not continue to do so. 
They therefore recommend a revision of the weighting basis of the 
mdex by the substitution of a series of weights based on the esti- 
mated pattern of consumption in 1950 for the existing weights based 
on pre-war consumption. ‘They also recommend certain changes 
in the list of items priced and in the method of calculating the rent 
component of the index and various other alterations of a minor 
character 


The Committee suggest that the changes they advocate should give 
a greater assurance of the index’s reliability in the future. They 
emphasise that the modifications do not involve fundamental changes 
in the scope and general character of the index and will not inter- 
rupt the continuity of the “ all-items"’ index figures showing the 
change in the average level of prices since June 1947. 


‘The recommendations of the Advisory Committee have been 
accepted and will be put into immediate effect. From February 
1952, price changes will first be calculated on the new basis in com- 
parison with prices in January 1952, and the “ all-items ”’ figure so 
obtained will then be linked to the index figure for January calcu- 
lated on the old basis. ‘The “ all-items ” figure will therefore con- 
tinue to show the average level of prices each month compared with 
the level at June 1947 expressed as 100. 


Change in Weighting Basis 


One of the chief criticisms of the existing index has been that the 
pre-war pattern of consumption, by which it is weighted, is out of 
date and has caused the index to understate the rise in prices. The 
Committee considers that on the whole the present level of the index 
can be accepted as reliable. Various factors have tended to cancel 
each other out up to the present, but this result is fortuitous and, 
with the present structure of the index, cannot be counted on to 
continue in the future. Accordingly, the Committee recommend 
that certain modifications in the index should be introduced forth- 
with, and in particular that there should be a change in the weighting 
basis in order to bring this more into accord with the present spending 
habits of the avergae household 


A fully representative and up-to-date weighting basis cannot be 
introduced until the results of the comprehensive family budget 
enquiry become available. But the Committee have made use of 
certain national statistics which throw a good deal of light onthe 
changes in the average consumption of different classes of goods 
since the pre-war years, in order to calculate a series of approximate 
weights which show roughly the average pattern of working-class 


consumption in 1950, the latest year for which these figures are 
available 


Changes in the Items Priced 


Other changes recommended by the Committee are concerned 
with the list of items included in the price measurements. Examples 
of these are 


The inclusion among the food items of canned ham, additional 
kinds of canned fruit and vegetables, coffee essence, sardines 
and ice cream 

The pricing of suites of furniture instead of single items such as 
wardrobes. 

Minor changes in the list of clothing items priced.

HE FEBRUARY index for basic materials was 3 per cent. lower 

than in January, mainly because of a continuance of the decline 

in the prices of the commodities which have fallen in price during 
the last few months, with fewer offsetting increases among other raw 
materials. 

Raw wool prices, which have been falling steadily since October 
last, were down again, to much the same level as in the early months 
of 1950. Raw cotton and rubber also declined further in price, the 
latter by as much as 12 per cent. (ther raw materials which fell 
in price during February were hides and skins, woodpulp, and 
imported hardwood, for which an index is published this month for

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Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of answers to questions of interest to industry asked in Parliament 


THURSDAY MARCH 6 


Export of Iron and Steel Scrap 


The President of the Board of Trade, Mr. Peter Thorneycroft, 
said that iron and steel scrap may not be exported without a licence 
from the Board of ‘Trade, and the Government's policy was to refuse 
such licences in present circumstances. 


Imports of Cut Flowers 


The President stated that the value of quotas for cut flowers, which 
had been agreed in bilateral negotiations with various countries for 
import during the year ending April 30, 1952, was estimated at 
£550,000 of which £480,000 must be imported between December 1, 
1951 and April 30, 1952. 

Total imports by value of cut flowers from all sources during the 
calendar year 1951 were £2,151,439. Of this total, imports from the 
Channel Islands, which were not subject to import licensing restric- 
tions, amounted to £1,408,421. 


Frocks from America 

Asked whether he was aware that American produced ladies’ frocks 
in silk, cotton and rayon were still being imported from the United 
States of America, the President replied, “* Yes, Sir.” . In the six 
months ended January 31, 1952, cotton, silk and rayon dresses were 
imported from the United States at a landed cost of about £23,000. 
Most of this sum would have been paid in dollars. Practically all 
the imports concerned had been allowed under the Token Import 
Scheme, but they also included a small proportion of dresses for 
copying purposes. 


Miscellaneous Goods Order 


The President was asked if he was aware of the obscurity as to the 
meaning of the Miscellaneous Goods (Maximum Prices) (Amendment 
No. 10) Order, 1952, No. 311, Goods and Services (Price Control) 
Miscellaneous Goods (Maximum Prices) ; what effect this Order 
will have on prices ; and if he would take steps to ensure that orders 
issued by him had a clear statement in the explanatory note as to what 
was meant in the order. 

He replied, ‘‘ No Sir."’ The Explanatory Note made it clear that 
the effect of this Order was that the Order which it amended now 
applied to typewriters and domestic woodware only. Supplies of 
other goods formerly covered by the Order were, generally speaking, 
plentiful, and there had been no general rise in their prices since 
decontrol. 


Export Credit Guarantees 


The President gave the following table showing the proportion of 
the total value of United Kingdom exports and re-exports and the 
value of exports covered by export credit guarantees in recent years, 
as follows :—

Shipments declared in the period April-December 1951 totalled 
£307-4 millions representing 14-7 per cent. of the total value of 
United Kingdom exports and re-exports during the period. It was 
estimated that for the current financial year the proportion would be 
of the order of 15 per cent. 

(a) The figures in Column 2 cover transactions declared where the 
goods can be regarded as United Kingdom Exports or Re-exports. 
Transactions falling under the cover of the External Trade type of 
guarantee are not included, although some may actually be routed 
through the United Kingdom and would count as a re-export and 
therefore would tend to increase the proportion guaranteed.

under facilities of the type falling under the cover afforded by Section I 
of Export Guarantees Act 1949.

N.E. Trading Estates, Ltd. 


Asked if he would state the number of requests received by his 
department from factory tenants under the administration of the 
North Eastern Trading Estates Limited, for permission to extend 
their present factory space to facilitate; increased employment and 
production or to relieve overcrowded conditions: and how many 
such applications had been agreed. 

The President stated that in the three-year period 1949-1951 
inclusive, 105 such applications were received, of which 8 were 
subsequently withdrawn. Of the remainder, 40 were approved 
and 18 were still under consideration. 


Rearmament Contracts 

The Admiralty, War Office, Air Ministry, Ministry of Supply and 
Ministry of Works had al! laid contracts with firms in the North 
East Development Area since the present rearmament programme 
began, the President said. He was anxious that the Development 
Areas should make their maximum contribution to the needs of 
production for defence and exports. 


Imports of Asparagus 

Asked if he would restrict the importation of foreign asparagus 
into this country between April 16 and June 30 to 20 tons, the President 
replied that the figure of 100 tons for imports during this period, 
which he gave on February 28, would be subject to review in the light 
of supplies available from home production. 


Duty on Asparagus 

The President said that he was already considering an application 
by the National Farmers’ Unions for an increased protective duty on 
imported asparagus. A public announcement was made concerning 
this application on October 30, 1951, inviting representations from 
interested parties. 


FRIDAY MARCH 7 

Trade Talks with the Argentine 

Asked when a delegation would be leaving this country to negotiate 
a new trade agreement with the Argentine, the President replied that 
Her Majesty's Ambassador in Buenos Aires was being given full 
authority to discuss trade matters with the assistance of the Com- 
mercial Minister and such experts as it might be necessary to send 
from London. 


MONDAY MARCH 10 


Imports of Tinned Plums 


It was not possible to give separate figures for imports of tinned 
plums in 1952, the President said, since the arrangements for licensing 
imports of tinned plums from most overseas countries also included 
a number of other kinds of tinned fruit. 


Hematite Pig Iron 

The Minister of Supply, Mr. Duncan Sandys, said he regretted 
that he could not yet say how soon it would be possible to introduce 
an allocation scheme for hematite pig-iron.

The all-articles index on the old base (1930 100) was 1:5 per 
cent. lower than in January, Pood prices as a whole were down by 
seasonal rises in prices of fruit and vegetables being offset 
by decreases in those of most other items. Among industrial 
materials, the only appreciable increases were in the prices of iron and 
stecl, chemicals and oils. 

Articles introducing the new serncs of index numbers and explaining 
their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on May 19 and 
June 16 of last vear.

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Slight Improvement in January 


IGURES OF output in the wool industry in January, supplied 
by the Wool Industry Bureau of Statistics, indicate that there 
was some recovery from the low level of production in December, 
although in all sections production remained lower than a year earlier. 

The following comments are based on rates of production, 
allowance having been made for differences in the numbers of 
working days in the month. Compared with December, production 
of tops was 13 per cent. higher—the increase being mainly in merino 
tops—while the rate of drawing of tops rose 3 per cent. Deliveries 
of worsted yarn rose 5 per cent., of woven fabrics 13 per cent. and 
of blankets 14 per cent. 

It was again the earlier stages of manufacture which showed the 
greatest falls in production compared with the corresponding month 
a year before. Top production was 34 per cent. and the rate of 
drawing of tops 31 per cent. lower than in January 1951, while deliver- 
ies of worsted yarn were 29 per cent. down. Deliveries of woven 
fabrics were 17 per cent. lower but those of blankets were only 
5 per cent. less than a year earlier. 

The estimated number of operatives employed in the industry 
on January 25 was 800 less than in December. Compared with 
the census taken on September 30, 1950, there were 2,800 fewer 
employed in combing, 10,200 fewer in spinning and 2,400 fewer in 
weaving. 


Notes 


1. Woven woollen fabrics include fabrics which are mainly woollen 
by weight of components and, similarly, woven worsted fabrics 
include fabrics which are mainly worsted by weight of components. 


2. The yardage of blankets delivered has been calculated by using 
the following factors :— 

One full size blanket = 3-75 sq. yds. 
One cot blanket = 0-94 sq. yds. 

3. Figures for wool used in topmaking prior to 1948 have been 
adjusted by 7 per cent. in order to allow comparison with the new 
basis adopted from October 25, 1947. 

4. Figures for merino wool used in woollen spinning prior to 1948 
include broken tops. 


5. Deliveries of worsted yarn are now given for total weight, 
including mixtures, instead of, as formerly, for wool content only. 


6. For the purposes of calculating the monthly average deliveries of 
total woven wool and mixture fabrics in 1949, 1-55 sq. yds. has been 
taken as equivalent to 1 linear yard. The relationship is slightly 
different for woollen and worsted cloths separately.

Asked to what he attributed the recent fall in British exports to the 
Union of Soviet Socialist Republics, Mr. Strauss replied that he 
assumed the questioner had in mind the fall in United Kingdom 
exports to the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics in 1951 as compared 
with exports in 1950.)

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New Building by North Eastern Trading Estates 


Questioned on new building work by the North Eastern Trading 
Estates Company Limited at present in progress, Mr. Strauss said 
that work on one new factory of 150,000 square feet and ten extensions 
to existing factories, totalling 113,500 square feet, was in progress. 
In addition, work was being finished on three extensions and a small 
canteen, totalling 62,500 square feet in all. 


Price of Paper 


Asked whether, in view of last year’s increase in the profits made 
by paper manufacturers, and last year’s increase in the price of 
stationery, he would impose controls on the price of paper, Mr. Strauss 
replied, on behalf of the Chancellor of the Duchy of Lancaster, that 
newsprint and mechanical printing paper were subject to price control, 
and a review was now proceeding which would take into account the 
recent reduction in the price of raw material. 

Price control over the many differing types of other paper would be 
a very complicated business, but it was reasonable to suppose that 
the fall in raw material prices would be reflected in the prices for 
these types of paper also. 


Industrial Building in Development Areas 


Mr. Strauss said that during the six months from August 1, 1951, 
to January 31, 1952, the Board of Trade had granted Industrial 
Development Certificates for 36 new factories and for 85 extensions 
to existing factories in the development areas. According to the 
latest information available to the Board of Trade, building licences 
have been issued for five of these new factories and for 16 of the 
extensions to existing factories.

Import Duties Drawback Order

paid on certain kinds of tissue paper, machine-glazed paper and crepe 
paper used in the manufacture of toilet paper in rolls or packets. 
‘The drawback so payable is calculated by reference to a sliding scale 
based on the amount of duty paid. 

This Order replaces a previous Order which limited payment of 
drawback to certain machine-glazed and tissue papers, and under 
which drawback was calculated by reference to the value of the 
imported paper.

Conducting Films on Glass 


A METHOD of coating glass with a thin, transparent film which will 
conduct electricity has been developed at the National Physical 
Laboratory. The film can be heated by passing a current through it. 
It could be used, for example, in aircraft windscreens, to keep them 
free from ice and snow. 

The treated glass may also be suitable for car windscreens and for 
shop windows to keep them from steaming over in cold weather. 

‘The layer on the glass is an extremely thin one of an oxide of a 
metal. Not all metals produce transparent oxide films. One which 
has given good results is tin. It can be deposited very evenly on the 
glass by techniques which are already well understood in industry. 
‘The glass is then heated to near the softening point and cooled again. 
‘The tin oxidizes and becomes transparent. Finally the film is washed 
in water and dried, a step which increases its conductivity. After 
this it is hard and inseparable from the glass surface and it is resistant 
to chemical attack. 


The process is being patented.

Ceylon’s Improved Imports 


N A REVIEW of economic and trade conditions in Ceylon (Over- 

seas Economic Surveys Series)® H.M. Trade Commissioner at 

Colombo reports on the island's commerce and trade and gives 
details of the commodities imported into the island. 


Ceylon's economy is an agricultural export economy and the pro- 
ducts of her tea, rubber and coconut industries contribute more than 
90 per cent. of the income to meet the cost of her essential imports. 
There are at present few local manufacturing industries of any 
significance and the people of Ceylon depend on the proceeds of the 
island's exports to enable them to purchase the greater part of their 
food and clothing and for almost all the conveniences and amenities 
of civilized life which constitute Ceylon’s principal imports. Because 
of the country’s dependence on these agricultural industries, over a 
period of years Ceylon is frequently subjected either to boom or 
slump conditions. Since 1946 both these situations have occurred, 
but, happily for Ceylon, at present her agricultural products are 
enjoying prices almost unprecedcnted in overseas markets. 


During the year 1950 the remarkable increase in the value of 
Ceylon’s exports was accompanied by a rise in imports. The cost of 
the island's essential imports of foodstuffs represents more than half 
the total bill for imports and has amounted to over 500 million 
rupees (Rupee = 1s. 6d.) in each of the last three years. Food, 
drink and tobacco account for slightly over half of the value of Ceylon’s 
annual imports, the largest individual item imported being rice, on 
which 278 million rupees, or nearly half the total food bill, was spent 
in 1950. Burma, Thailand and India, and Australia are the main 
suppliers of the food imports of the island. 


In spite of an overall decrease in the Commonwealth's share of 
Ceylon’s import trade, it is gratifying to note that the United Kingdom's 
own share has increased from 16 per cent. in 1939 to 19-7 per cent. in 
1950. 


Imports of manufactured goods from the United Kingdom cover a 
wide variety of capital and consumer goods, which are fully given in 
Appendix VII to the report. The classes of goods mentioned in an 
appendix are those in which the value of the United Kingdom's 
exports to Ceylon exceeded one million rupees in 1950. Those of 
major importance to United Kingdom industry, if she is to maintain 
her position as Ceylon’s principal supplier, are manufactures of iron 
and steel, machinery of all classes, but especially for Ceylon’s planta- 
tron industries, motor vehicles, cotton and rayon piece-goods, electrical 
goods and apparatus, drugs and medicines, and other chemical 
products, including disinfectants, and insecticides, paper and stationery, 
hardware (including tools) and earthenware. Cement, formerly an 
important item, is likely to be less in demand following the establish- 
ment of a local cement works. 


Channels of Trade 


The report states that for many years the import trade of the 
island has been handled by European, Indian and Ceylonese merchant 
firms either holding agencies on behalf of overseas manufacturers or 
importing direct on their own account. The trade in capital goods 
and chemicals has mostly been in the hands of European firms who 
have also been interested in the textile trade. In the early months of 
1949, the Minister of Commerce concentrated his attention on the 
business of umporting and on several occasions publicly announced 
that the Government's policy would be to encourage a greater number 
of Ceylonese to enter into the import trade of the island. At that time 
one estimate placed the proportion of the import trade in “ foreign 
hands " as being about 90 per cent. of the total. By the end of 
March 1949 a scheme had been worked out for encouraging Ceylonese 
to enter the import trade to a greater degree by allocating to this class 
of importer a percentage of all import licences issued. 


The first list of importers registered as Ceylonese ‘‘ Newcomers ” 
was published in the Ceylon Government Gazette of September 9, 1949,

and contained nearly 300 names. Lists published since that date have 
brought the total of names to over 1,300. 


Some of the new Ceylonese firms entering the import business have 
now gained sufficient experience to enable them to compete success- 
fully with their rivals, but the large number of new importing houses 
now operating in Ceylon calls for special care on the part of exporters 
to this territory in satisfying themselves as to the status, financial 
standing and experience of the firms with whom they are dealing. 


Over 50 per cent. of Ceylon’s imports normally come from the 
sterling area, and the bulk of such imports have for some time been 
freely imported under open general licence, and, therefore, any firm 
or individual, whether Ceylonese or not, has been able to trade without 
restriction in these goods. Subsequent import liberalization measures 
have extended open general licences not only to all soft currency 
countries, but, for some important classes of goods, to hard currency 
countries as well. To combat the rising cost of living, this liberalization 
policy which has made for greater competition, is undoubtedly desir- 
able and is in Ceylon’s best interests. 


Foreign Markets Services in Spain 


HER MAJESTY’S Representative in Madrid reports the publication, 
in the Spanish Official State Gazette of January 24, 1952, of an Order 
establishing an official body to be known as the “ Servicios de Mercados 
Extranjeros "’ (Foreign Markets Services). 

The functions of this body will be to find new markets for Spanish 
exports and to develop existing ones. It will collect information, 
review export trends and performance and advise the Spanish Govern- 
ment on export matters generally. It may in specific cases intervene 
directly in trading operations.

the Australian High Commissioner in London. Full details of 
categories affected are expected shortly. 

By notice promulgated in the Australian Commonwealth Gazette 
on March 7, goods from all countries except Australian External 
Territories have been made subject to provisions of Customs import 
licensing regulations. 


Minor exceptions to general application of regulations include 
passengers’ personal effects, household goods and passengers’ bagyage, 
non-commercial goods sent by post, gifts not exceeding £20 in value, 
goods of no commercial value and bona fide samples, trade catalogues, 
etc. ; trophies, etc. R 

Import restrictions already applicable to goods of dollar area origin 
and Japanese origin will continue to operate under existing system, 
all goods from other origins will be subject to new restrictive import 
control. 


Goods are divided into two main categories. Importations in 
category “ A” will be limited to annual value equivalent to 60 per 
cent. of value of similar imports in year 1950/51 (July-June) which is 
base year for calculation of quotas under the new licensing measures, 
certain goods in this category, for example, capital equipment, which 
do not lend themselves to quota treatment will be subject to Adminis- 
trative Control. 

All remaining goods will be included in category “ B” and will be 
restricted to total annual value not exceeding 20 per cent. of all such 
goods in base year 1950/51. 

No outright prohibitions are being imposed under these. new 
measures. 


Goods licensed under new measures may be imported from any 
source other than the dollar area and Japan. All goods in transit 
from an overseas port after midnight on March 7, 1952, are subject 
to the regulations and will be regarded as debit against any quotas 
established by importers for future licences. Goods in transit will, 
however, be licensed automatically on importation. 

New import licensing measures are necessary, preliminary steps 
to bringing into effect machinery of licensing control and will be 
adjusted from time to time in light of experience in order to provide 
maximum flexibility. Present degree of restrictions will be eased as 
circumstances permit. 

Following is list of principal types of goods which will be licensed 
on the basis of 20 per cent. of importations in the year 1950/51 (in 
category B"’) :— 

Beer and spirits, manufactured tobacco, cigarettes, cigars, food- 
stuffs, confectionery, textiles, apparel of all kinds including boots and 
shoes, lawnmowers, clothes, washing machines, wringers, refrigerators, 
floor polishers, dishwashing machines, wireless receivers, electric 
fans, cutlery and platedware, cooking utensils, lamps and lampware, 
cooking stoves, chinaware, glassware, essential oils, toilet preparations, 
synthetic perfumes, plywood and veneers, fancy goods, toys, jewellery, 
clocks and watches, gramophones and gramophone records, spectacles 
and spectacle frames, rubber manufactures, fountain pens and pro- 
pelling pencils, motor cycles, motor car bodies, assembled chassis 
for motor vehicles, musical instruments, bags, baskets and boxes, 
imitation gut, smoking requisites, celluloid sheets. 


Export Restrictions 


IN ACCORDANCE with the new Portuguese Decree-Law to control 
the proceeds of exports from the Portuguese Monetary Area, as 
announced in the Board of Trade Journal (March 8, page 499), the 
Angolan authorities on February 28, 1952, cancelled all existing export 
licences for non-dollar areas. 

It is now reported from Angola that the new regulations were 
published in Luanda on March 1, and that cancelled licences might 
be submitted for revalidation up to March 10, 1952 

It is understood also, although not yet officially confirmed, that the 
Angolan authorities are honouring export licences for goods shipped 
before March 5, 1952, provided that the shippe-s deposit 30 per cent.

Venezuelan Quota for Cotton

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Foot and Mouth Disease in Canada 


THE United Kingdom Senior Trade Commissioner in Canada has 
reported the occurrence of an outbreak of foot and mouth disease 
among cattle in the Regina area of Saskatchewan. Since this is the 
first time for some seventy years that the disease has been reported 
in Canada, the outbreak is causing grave concern and drastic measures 
are being taken by Federal and Provincial authorities to prevent its 
spreading to other districts. 

Details are given below of new restrictions on the import of live- 
stock and meat, but apart from these, the existing regulations govern- 
ing imports of agricultural and animal products are likely to be even 
more stringently enforced than heretofore, and exporters are reminded 
that strict compliance with them is more than ever necessary. 

The regulations which are made under the Animal Contagious 
Diseases Act and the Meat and Canned Foods Act cover a wide range 
of products of which the most important are hay and straw (whether 
used for packaging or otherwise), canned meat, untanned hides and 
skins, raw wool, hair and bristles, fertilizers, animal feeding-stuffs, 
veterinary biologics, etc.

Applications for permits for the importation of the above-mentioned 
products must be made on the prescribed form and are to be forwarded 
to the Import Permit Branch, Department of Trade and Commerce, 
No. 1 Temporary Building, Ottawa, Ontario. 

The prescribed forms are available from the Import Permit Branch, 
Ottawa. 

Memorandum, Series D, No. 13, Revised, P.I.1, Supplement 
No. 2, dated March 5, 1952, states that the Minister of Trade and 
Commerce has authorized the issuance of General Permit No. IM6 
for the importation of the live stock, meat and meat products listed 
above which were in transit on or before March 4, 1952, also for 
casual or gift shipments or purchases not exceeding $10-00 in value. 

This general permit is issued in a single copy and is retained in the 
Department, the number of which is to be endorsed on all relative 
import documents.

St. Kitts, British West Indies 
Goods in Government Warehouse 


ALL IMPORTERS who have goods lving in the Government ware- 
house at Basseterre, St. Kitts, which arrived prior to or during the 
month of December, 1951, were recently notified that if the import 
duty and all other charges due thereon were not paid and the goods 
cleared from warehouse or removed to a private bonded warehouse 
before April 30, 1952, the goods would be sold by the Treasurer. 


This step became necessary because of the failure of certain importers 
to clear their goods from the warehouse, thereby causing congestion.

Duty-Free Entry of Goods Made from Sea Island Cotton
